DEFENSE IS INSANITY, 
LAWYER ANNOUNCES 


Abductor Says $1,500 Was 
More Important Than Child’s 
Right to Life. 


Los Angeles, Calif., Dec. 30 (A.P.).— 
Insanity will be the answer pleaded by 
William E. Hickman for his confessed 
abduci 9»n and murder of Marian 
Parker, it was announced today by his 
attorney, Jerome Walsh, who was sent 
here by the mother of the 19-year-old 
youth to defend him. 

After a study of the California penal 
code, the insanity defense was outlined 
by the attorney as the basis of his fight 
for Hickman, who today told officers 
that the $1,500 ransom obtained from 
the dead girl’s father meant more to 
him than the child’s right to live. 
Walsh, who arrived yesterday from 
Kansas City, Hickman’s home town, 
passed the day closeted with Los An- 
geles officials and in Hickman’s cell 
with the prisoner. He said that a 
night’s examination of the State’s 
pena] code offered four possible avenues 
of plea. These are, he pointed out, 
“guilty,” “insanity,” “guilty and in- 
sane,” or “not guilty and insane.” 
The last pleas would require first a 
trial as to guilt of the charge of kid- 
naping and murder and later a separate 
trial as to sanity, before either the 
same or @ different jury. 

Sections Not Tested. 


The legal roads open to a defense of 
Hickman on plea of insanity are found- 
ed on new sections of the penal code. 
legal authorities said, which have not 
been tested before the supreme court. 
Walsh expressed his belief that Hick- 
man had withheld information of the 
kidnaping and murder of the 12-year- 
old daughter of Perry M. Parker, bank 
Official. He said ke was convinced 
that the crime had not been committed 
by one person alone. 

The attorney also announced that 
Hickman’s mother and sister might 
come to California for the trial. 
District Attorney Asa Keyes received 
an offer of legal assistance for Hick- 
man’s attorney from L. G. King, of 
Florence, S. C. The offer was given to 
Walsh. 

In revealing that Hickman had said 
the $1,500 ransom money was more im- 
portant to him than the right of 
Marian Parker to life, Chief of Detec- 
tives Herman Cline pointed out that 
Hickman had changed the story told in 
his written confession. The killing of 
the girl first was attributed by Hick- 
man to an unconquerable desire to kill 
as the girl sat before him blindfolded 
and tied in a chair.

REMUS, RULED INSANE, 
EGHTS ASYLUM ORDER 


Habeas Corpus Writ Issued; 
Slayer Dangerous, Says 
Cincinnati Judge. 


DEFENDANT CHASTENED 


Cincinnati, Dec. 30 (AP.),— The 
unanimous finding of sanity by six of 
Cincinnati’s most eminent specialists in 
mental diseases to the contrary, Judge 
William H. Lueders today declared 
George Remus “now insane and a dan- 
gerous person to be at large,” and or- 
dered him committed to State hospital 
for the criminal insane at Lima. 

The decision, however, merely marked 
a milestone in the strenuous fight of 
the former Chicago lawyer, who became 
the “king of bootleggers” to evade pun- 
ishment for the murder of his estranged 
wife, Imogene. 

The battle almost immediately was 
carried into another court upon a peti- 
tion for a write of habeas corpus. 

Gabriel Ryerson, brother-in-law of 
Remus, won the issuance of a forthwith 
writ upon which final hearing was set 
for 10 o’clock next Tuesday morning, 
when, under Judge ‘.weders’ decision 
Remus was to have been taken to Lima. 

In disregarding the finding of the 
alienists, three of whom sat with him 
at a one-day sanity hearing and three 
of whom testified at Remus’ murder 
trial, which ended last week with ac- 
quittal upon the sole ground of insan- 
ity, Judge Lueders accepted entire 
responsibility. 

“The law rests with me,” he ex- 
plained. “It directs the court to call in 
medical witnesses, but in the last analy- 
sis it is for the probate court to decide 
from all the evidence in the case 
whether Remus is sane.” 

For a score of: years Judge Lueders 
has been “the probate court.” He bears 
a wide reputation locally for “common- 
sense.”

FIRE DESTROYS A LINER 
AND 2 HOBOKEN PIERS 


Several Barges Also Are Lost 
in $1,250,000 Blaze That 
ls Fought Four Hours. 


SENECA, MOORED, BURNS 


Hoboken, N. J., Dec. 30 (A.P.).—A 
blaze which swept two waterfront 
docks, destroying the former Clyde 
liner Seneca, two piers and several 
barges, was brought under control to- 
day after all Hoboken’s: fire depart- 
ment, aided by fireboats and volunteers 
had fought it for four hours. The dam- 
age exceeded “$1,250,000. 

The fire started on a pier owned by 
the Fletcher Drydock Co., spreading to 
an adjoining pier of the Lackawanna 
Railroad, where the Seneca was moored. 
The Hudson River Day Line steamer 
Hendrik Hudson, tied up for the winter, 
was saved from destruction when tugs 
towed her to midstream and extin- 
guished a blaze in her bow. 

It is believed the blaze started with 
an explosion of gasoline on the Fletcher 
pier or in the plant of a paint com- 
pany nearby. 

The. blaze was the worst along the 
city’s waterfront since last March, when 
fire destroyed a pier, 3 factories, 50 
freight cars and several barges, all 
valued at more than $1,000,000. 

The Seneca nearly met disaster in 
September, 1925, when she grounded off 
Miami, Fla., but discharged her -235 
passengers safely and proceeded to 
Charleston, S. C., for repairs. 

The Seneca is the sixth former Clyde 
vessel to suffer distress from fire in the 
past few years. The Lenape, with 200 
passengers aboard, caught fire off Five 
Fathom Light in 1925; the Mohawk was 
scuttled in Delawaré Bay when she 
caught fire in the same year; 
Comanche burned to the waterline off 
Mayport, Fla., with the death of one 
man; the Apache suffered from fire off 
Atlantic Highlands in 1924 and four 
were .killed*in a blaze aboard the Inca 
while in port at Macoris, Santo Do- 
mingo, in 1922. 

The Seneca, while operated by the 
Clyde Line, was owned by the Wilming- 
ton (N. C.) Terminal Co, 

The Clyde Line announced in New 
York that while it had. operated. the 
Seneca for a time, it had no interest 
whatever in the vessel for the past year

CONDITIONS STABLE: 


Treasury Head’s Review 
of Year Interprets 
Trend of Trade. 


PUBLIC BUYING POWER 
IS FOUND SUSTAINED 


Ample Credit Is Available for 
Both Foreign and Do- 
mestic Needs. 


The following review of American 
business in 1927 and forecast for 1928 
was written for the Associated Press 
by Andrew W. Mellon, Secretary of the 
Treasury. 


By ANDREW W. MELLON. 

During the last year the country has 
given unmistakable evidence of the fact 
that underlying conditions are sound. 
While there has been some recession in 
business activity from the high levels 
of 1926, the growth of the country has 
proceeded along normal lines and great 
progress has been made even in the 
face of several adverse circumstances. 

Notw,thstanding the fact that com- 
modity prices continued to fall 
throughout the year, a large volume of 
business was done, which was, in it- 
self, an unusual circumstance and 
showed the excessive inventories. It is 
this adaptability on the part of Ameri- 
can business which is one of the great- 
est causes for confidence in the future. 

Throughout the year employment 
was steady; wages were maintained at 
a high level; living costs were lowered, 
due to deciining commodity prices, and 
the purchasing power of farm products 
enhanced, as measured in terms of 
nonagricultural products. All of this 
resulted in a sustained purchasing pow- 
er on the part of the public generally, 
which contributed to the stability of 
business and industry 

Ample Credit Available. 

Interest rates declined on industria! 
and Government securities and a!so on 
farm issues, while banks showed large 
increases in loans and investments and 
ample credit was available for the 
legitimate needs both of this country 
and foreign. borrowers. 

Certain factors which exercised a 
deterrent influence in 1927. may be 
expected to disappear in the coming 
year. For instance, the decline in the 
automobile industry, with a resulting 
effect on the steel industry, was due 
to special causes, such as a temporary 
curtailment of output in automobile 
production. The normal expansion of 
these major industries, which may rea- 
sonably be’ expected from now on 
should have a favorable effect on busi- 
ness in 1928. 

All of these circumstances justify us 
in the belief that we may look forward 
to continued progress in the year 
ahead.

BUREAU OF EFFICIENCY 
TO STUDY CITY FINANCING 


Investigation of District-Fed- 
eral Fiscal Relations to 
Start Soon. 


JUST RATIO IS SOUGHT 


A thorough investigation into the 
fiscal relations between the District 
and Federal governments is about to be 
undertaken by the Bureau of Efficiency 
at the request of the Bureau of the 
Budget. This was revealed to the Com- 
missioners yesterday in a letter from 
Herbert D. Brown, chief of the Bureau 
of Efficiency. 

Brown notified the Commissioners 
his organiza*ion had been asked to un- 
dertake the study and that it would be 
begun within a few days and would be 
in charge of H. H. Rapp, of the bureau. 

It is said the inquiry will not start 
with the assumption that the $9,000,- 
000 contribution now made annually 
by the Federal Government toward ex- 
penses of local government is insuffi- 
cient, but that, among other things, a 
determination will be sought whether 
or not it is sufficient. 

Neither is the investigation to be di- 
rected to scrutiny of the 60-40 plan to 
ascertain whether the National Govern- 
ment should pay 40 and the District 
government 60 per cent of the annual 
municipal, budget as now theoretically 
prescribed by law. 

On the other hand, it is said that 
the first work to be done w::l ‘e to 
decide what factors should be included 
in a general study of the relations of 
the two governments for purposes of 
budget making. When these factors 
are decided facts will be assembled, 
and, viewed from the exterior, ignoring 
the standpoints of both governments. 
or, perhaps. taking both into account, 
an effort will be made to determine 
what ratio, if any, should govern the 
amount to be paid by the Treasury and 
the District respectively. 

Based upon the investigation, it is 
said, the Bureau of the Budget will 
make recommendations to Congress, 
but whether such suggestions will be 
advanced in time for practical applica- 
tio.. to the 1929 budget has not been 
stated. 


26th Wornan Stabbed 
By Phantom Assailant 


Bridgeport, Conn., Dec. 30 (A.P.).— 
The twenty-sixth attack of Bridgeport’s 
“phantom stabber” in nearly three years 
occurred here tonight, when Mrs. 
Charles A. Hinman, 35, was stabbed in 
the right chest. She described her as- 
sailant as a short and stocky man who 
wore a lumber jacket. The stabber es- 
caped.

British Hondurans Gasp 
at Hair-Raising Skill 
of American. 


BRINGS PLANE SAFELY 
DOWN ON TINY FIELD 


Fog Forces Detour on Trip 
From Guatemala; Mother 
Held at St. Louis. 


Belize, British Honduras, Dec. 80 
(A.P.).—Undaunted by the perils of the 
improvised landing field here, Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh today swept from 
the sky on his promised visit to British 
Honduras in continuance of his good- 
will fillght to Central America. 

Although officials had been frankly 
skeptical of a landing on the short field 
at the northern end of the city, the 
only available landing place, the Amer- 
ican air hero made a 250-mile air Jaunt 
from Guatemala City to look the field 
over for himself, decided that a landing 
was perfectly feasible and to the great 
joy of the eagerly awaiting crowd came 
down instead of turning south for San 
Salvador, his next stopping place. 

The landing—the first ever made by 
a landplane here—was hair raising, for 
the American flier appeared to escape 
mishap only narrowly. He just missed 
the telephone wires on the northern 
end of the 400-yard field and then 
swerved skillfully to ‘keep his plane 
from the grand stand that had been 
erected for the New Year’s horse races. 
Then he taxied over the narrow field, 
swampy in spots, and came to a stop in 
the midst of deafening applause from 
the crowd, the largest that ever had 
gathered at Newton Barracks, as the, 
sports field is known. 


Circles Over Field First. 


Before coming down Col. Lindbergh 
circled the field several times, as if 
groping to determine the best place to 
land. Finally he swept down grace- 
fully and skillfully to safety. 

The landing was a marvelous feat 
and the crowd that had been com- 
pletely under control during the tense 
minutes filled with anxiety that ac- 
companied it went wild with joy. 
Spectators broke through. the cordon 
of police and special constables en- 
rolled for the occasion and swarmed 
on the field surrounding the historic 
Spirit of St. Louis of which they had 
read so much. 

So exuberant was the crowd with 
relief at the safe landing of the Ameri- 
can air hero that the reception com- 
mittee was forced to link arms and to 
form a protecting cordon about the 
aviator in order that he might be 
taken to the golf club. 

Col. Lindbergh made the 250-mile 
filight in 3 hours and 25 minutes, land- 
ing here at 9:45 a. m., local time (10:45 
a. m. Eastern standard time). He was 
five minutes early, for he had esti- 
mated that it would take 344 hours to 
cover the distance, over rough and dif- 
ficult terrain where a landing would 
have been perilous. 

Welcomed by Governor. 

At the golf club the Amercian good- 
will ambassador was welcomed to the 
colony formally by Gov. Sir John Bur- 
don, the chief justice, and all the 
prominent officials of the city. 

Then the colonial band, which had 
been practicing diligently with the dif- 
ficult strains of the American National 
anthem came into its own and blared 
out joyously with the “Star Spangled 
Banner,” in honor of the distingaiened 
visitor. 

When the cheering masses in front 
of and inside the. clubhouse could be 
quieted, the mayor read his address of 
welcome. He saia tha* in honoring 
the colony with his visit, he hoped 
that Col. Lindbergh also would assist 
in making it better known abroad. He 
declared that the visit of the American 
filer here would live in the minds of 
the people for generations to come and 
added the prayer that the . Creator 
would continue to bless Col. Lind- 
bergh’s efforts for aeronautical sclence 
with signal success. 

Before Col. Lindbergh could reply, 
deafening cheers rose from the crowd. 
Lindbergh smiled boyishly and bowed 
in acknowledgment. He said that he 
was glad that he had come to Bri 
ish Honduras and laughingly admit 
that there were a few in America who 
had never heard of such e colony.

Wordy Clashes of Lawyers 

| Grow More Heated as the 
Hearing Progresses. 


| Clashes between Arlington County at- 
ae and Judge Samuel G. Brent, 
Which for three weeks have marred Al- 
exandria’s annexation proceedings in 
the Arlington County courthouse, grew 
more heated yesterday when the court 
was charged with “bias” in its state- 
ments from the bench. 

Strained relations noticeable through- 
out the day were brought to a head just 
prior to adjournment when Judge Brent 
undertook. to question.an Alexandria 
witness during cross-examination py 
Charles T. Jesse. 

William C. Gloth, Commonwealth’s 
attorney for Arlington, shouted that 
Brent was trying to suggest an answer 
to the witness, and objected that the 
judge’s statement showed “bias.” 

Gloth’s interruption was declared 
“insolent” by Brent. who insisted he 
had made no statement, but had mere- 
ly exercised his prerogative of question- 
ing a witness. 

The discussion arose after George E. 
Garrett, civil engineer. retained by Alex- 
andria, had admit* subdivision 
Of Rosecrest was fi. Ye: four resi- 
dents of Arlington Cu. Ay. “But they 
4ll1 do business in Alexandria, don’t 
they?” the judge interposed. 

Earlier in the+day a similar out- 
break occurred when Judge Brent re- 
ferred to the private corporation sup- 
plying water to residents of Alexandria 
as “an Alexandria enterprise.” Capt. 
Crandal Mackey protested that the 
court had no right to refer to the com- 
pany in this way. Judge Brent’s state- 
ment was made when defense counsel 
accused Carroll Pierce, president of the 
Citizens National Bank of Alexandria 
had “insinuated” the water company 
was municipally operated. 


Court Reverses Itself. 


. Pierce is a director in the Alexandria 
Water Co. In the course of his testi- 
mony he revealed that deposits total- 
ing $6,700,000 have been made in three 
Alexandria banks. His own concern 
has loaned $850,000 in Arlington Coun- 
ty, he said. 

-“The court reversed itself in an im- 
portant opinion in the early afternoon, 
after it had refused to permit counsel 
for the defense to attempt to show how 
densely populated is that portion of 

Tlington County not sought for an- 
nexgtion. The revised ruling, however, 
forbé#de attorneys from “going into de- 
tail” on the question. 

The original ruling occasioned a 
storm of protest. Jesse, who at one 
time was cross-examining Garrett, told 
the court he sought to show that the 
remainder of the county was just as 
highly developed as that section pro- 
posed to be annexed, and Alexandria’s 
attachment of the territory would 
break into a scheme of development 
nourished by the county for years. 

When the court ruled the only pur- 
pose. of considering development 
throughout the county would be for 
further annexation than had been 
asked, Gloth interposed, “That’s what 
we want. All of the county should be 
annexed or none at all.” 

The defense based its protest on the 
ruling of Judge Brent in the Claren- 
don corporation proceedings, “Bennett 
and others vs. Garrett and others.” In 
this case it was held that congestion 
existing outside of the territory sought 
to be incorporated was so great that 
@ line could not be drawn through any 
part of it to properly designate a cor- 
porate limit. 


Sewer Problem Debated.

Arlington County Board 
Plans Hoff’s Ran Drain 


The board of supervisors meeting in 
special session last night at the court- 
house adopted a resolution offered by 
Edward Duncan, member of the board 
from Jefferson district, directing the 
county engineer, Thomas N, DeLash- 
mutt, to make plans, specifications and 
estimates forthwith for the sewerage of 
Hoff’s Run basin, northerly from the 
Alexandria City line, the plans and 
specifications and estimates to be pre- 
pared in the alternative for either a 
sanitary sewer paralleling Hoff’s Run 
or a storm sewer enclosing the run. 
The engineer is further directed to 
make like estimates for an outfall sewer 
from the Mount Ida septic tank to 
Four Mile Run, and in making all esti- 
mates the engineer is authorized to con- 
sult when necessary with Asa E. Phil- 
lips, chief engineer in charge of the in- 
stallation of the water system, as to the 
preparation of the plans, specifications 
and estimates. 

The resolution further provides that 
the county engineer shall offer to the 
city of Alexandria the cooperation ot 
the board of supervisors of Arlington 
County in a comprehensive sewer sys- 
tem for the entire Hoff’s Run area, and 
to find out from the proper authorities 
of Alexandria whether the county can 
expect the cooperation of the city in the 
plans and the construction of the sewer 
system. 


BUSCH SLAYERS SEEK 
SIX MONTHS’ RESPITE 


Attorneys for Three Killers of 
Policemen Want Time to 
File New Trial Plea. 


A six month's extension of the date 
set for the execution of the three men 
convicted of the killing of Policeman 
Leo W. K. Busch will be asked when 
the District Supreme Court convenes 
again January 3. The three have been 
sentenced to die January 10. 

Busch was mortally wounded Septem- 
ber 26, 1926, after’ he and Policeman 
Ach had arrested Nicholas Lee Eagles, 
Samuel Moreno and John Proctor at 
Ninth and Upshur streets. 

Saul G. Lichtenberg, attorney for 
Eagles, said yesterday that he and his 
associate counsel, ,ouis Tannebaum, 
would file a motion for the six months’ 
extension, and since the other two were 
convicted in the same trial, and on the 
Same evidence, it is expected that the 
ruling will apply to all three. The ‘ex- 
tension will be requested to permit the 
defense attorneys and Assistant District 
Attorney O’Leary to file briefs with the 
Court of Appeals for a new trial.

Cloth Mills Reported 


Charlotte, N. C., Dec. 30 (A.P.).—The

Total Value of Crops in 1927 
Varies Slightly From 
That of 1926. 


BETTER PRICES, LARGER 
EXPORTS SWELL INCOME 


Expansion of Cooperative 
Marketing Is Helpful to 
Many Producers. — - 


Richmond Va., Dec. 30 (A.P.).—The 
term, “average year” is a conservative 
estimate, as it applies to agriculture in 
Virginia during the year 1927, the Vir- 
ginia State Department of Agriculture 
says in a review of Virginia agricultural 


conditions prepared for the Associated 
Press. 

While total values show slight va- 
riations from the year before, the dis- 
tribution of values was different with 
its corresponding effect in the different 
sections of the State. some sections 
feeling the pinch of reduction in an- 
nual income, while others are in a bet- 
ter financial condition, the review 
States... Better financial conditions 
were brought about in some parts of 
the State by better prices, and in others 
by foresight in reducing acreage. 

Virginia farmers derive their in- 
come principally from tobacco, pota- 
toes, live stock, poultry products, dairy 
products, wheat, fruits, cotton and pea- 
nuts, ranking in the order named, all 
of which have distinct commercial im- 
portance, the department pointed out. 


Fourth Derived From Tobacco. 


One-fourth of Virginia’s farmers de- 
rive their income from tobacco, largely 
in the section known as the Southside. 
The production in 1927 was lower than 
the year before, but some improve- 
ments in prices for certain types and 
reduction in area of dark-leaf, besides 
some little increase in export will re- 
sult in total receipts slightly better 
than last year, reports indicate. 

Yields were good for both early and 
ate potatoes, and returns .from this 
crop and other trucks give the truck 
farmers of eastern Virginia the best 
season in four years. Cotton-and pea- 
nuts, cash value crops in southeast- 
ern Virginia, present opposite returns. 
With a smaller acreage the income 
from cotton is large, while the larger 
acreage in peanuts has returned re- 
duced value over last year’s crop. 

Better prices for apples saved the big 
cut. the small crop would have caused 
in this source of income, the North 
Valley and Piedmont receiving the 
major share, as the crop was negligible 
in other sections. 


Prices of Poultry Lower. 


Poultry prices, an important source 
of auxiliary income to many Virginia 
farmers, have been lower than last 
year, but egg production has been 
good and live ees prices have been 
better. This, in brief, the department 
says, is a summary of cash value crops 
as reported from over the State, con- 
tributing to the sum of an average 
year. 

While the department says the farm- 
ers’ economic condition requires some- 
thing more than average prices to 
place_them in © workable position to 
go forward, and in many instances to 
extricate themselves from a depression 
of a prolonged period, the review of 
general conditions is encouraging in 
the efforts of the farmers to overcome 
advérse conditions. 

More food and feed crops were re- 
ported in the year’s annual produc- 
tion. Virginia farmers have hitherto 
led all States in this fundamental ele- 
ment of farm progress, the department 
pointed out, and this year’s report 
shows they are up to the mark and 
over. 

Increase in Legume Crops. 


Another gratifying report is in the 
incr ase in legume crops, with profit 
to the farm in soil improvement and 
the support in live stock on every 
farm—for farm consumption and for 
market. 

There is a noted tendency, the review 
says, to put more emwhasis on sources 
of auailiary income and not er tire de- 
pendency in one cush crop that must 
bear heavy burden in production ex- 
pense at the risk of merket ‘iazard. 

Virginia farmers are endeavoring to 
improve quality and lessen production 
cost by a more intelligent use of fer- 
tilizer in rotation practices, by the use 
of better seed and better breeds of 
live stock, it was said. When such 
improved methods are observed, there 
is a bigger margin io~ the producer 
after all expenses of marketing have 
been paid. 

Continuing on the subject of im- 
proved farming methods, the review 
says: 

“Reaction to *he protection afforded 
by the Virginia seed law is most grati- 
fying to the Department. of Agriculture. 
That Virginia farmers realize that 
seeds as well as sources from which 
plants derive their food are likewise 
fundamenta, in agric: ‘ture is apparent 
from the increase in the number of 
samples of seed anatyzed for purity 
and tested in the laboratory of the 
State department of agricculture during 
the year. In fact. thd present facili- 
ties of the laboratory have been reached 
in meeting the increased demand. 


Standardization the Keynote. 


“The division of.markets has made 
standardization the keynote in the 
marketing of farm products and in- 
spection work to this end is now avail- 
able to growers of many farm products. 

cognized standards are found to be 
absolutely essential in marketing, put- 
ting a premium on quality and making 
possible f. o. b. sales. The reaction to 
this service is most gratifying from 
truck growers, apple growers and to- 
bacco, wool and poultry raisers. Efforts 
‘are . directed towards’ establishing 
grades that can be used in a practical 
way by growers and dealers. 

“In live stock sanitation and bovine 
tuberculosis eradication the record is 
very encouraging. During the past 
the work of tuberculosis eradication 
been carried out in eleven coun 
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e veterinarian and Federal Gov- 
ernment authorities. 

“While an average year in income is 
encouraging for an industry when 
emerging from a period of depression, 
and such marks of progress as the 
year’s summary presents in more ef- 
ficient methods are an earnest of future 
development, any estimate of the agri- 
cultural situation that omitted a. co- 
ordination of efforts to pare agricul- 
ture on a par with organization 
of business and fades would lack 
the essential element in stability. 

“Here there is a note of optimism 
when we affirm that this work is co- 
operation on the way. There are more 
than a half million live stock co-ops 
Of the total business done on the live 
stock markets of, the country a con- 
siderable amount is now handled 
through cooperative companies. The 
West is ahead of the South in this 
work, yet decided progress has been 
made in Virginia in cooperative market- 
ing associations, notably the Eastern 
Shore Produce Exchange, the South- 
west Virginia Producers Association, the 
Peanut Growers Exchange, and live 
stock and milk producers’ associations. 
These and other associations are doing 
@ total annual business of many mil- 
lions of dollars.”

CHARITY EMPLOYE DIES 


Three men died yesterday from in- 
haling illuminating gas. John Hoffman, 
ears old, was discovered in his 
room at 1337 L street northwest, by his 
landlady, Mrs. Alice Harrison. Gas from 
a tube attached to a fixture nearby 
filled the room. Envoy James Murphy, 
79 years old, was found dead in his 
room at 614 Sixth street northwest, 
while gas flowed from an open burner 
on @ small stove: James Edward John- 
son, 61 years old, was found dead in his 
home at 203 S street northeast. . 

Hoffman is believed to have been a 
retired Army officer, but police were 
unable to find friends or relatives. 

On Thursday, according to Mrs. Harri- 
son, the man gave up his room at the 
L street address, and later applied at 
1108 M street northwest for a room, 
which he refused to rent when in- 
formed that. there were no gas pipes 
n it. Mrs. J. Connell, the proprietress 
there, said that he indicated to her 
that he would attempt to end his life. 

Hoffman then returned to his room 
at the L street address, where his body, 
fully clothed, was found seated in a 
chair about 8 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing. Dr. Samuel 8S. Adler, Emergency 
Hospital physician, who responded to a 
call from the house, said the man had 
died several hours before. Police were 
unable to verify the man’s Army 
record. He received very little ‘mail, 
which was postmarked in Germany. 

Dr. Joseph Rogers, deputy coroner, 
issued a certificate of accidental death 
in the case of Murphy. 

Murphy’s body was found by other 
occupants of the house who detected 
the fumes coming from his room. They 
found his door locked, and after failing 
to receive any response to their knocks, 
broke down the door. Murphy was an 
employe of the Salvation Army. 

James Edward Johnson was found 
dead on the floor of his bedroom yes- 
terday morning. A gas jet in the room 
was open. 

The body was discovered by James 
Edward Johnson, jr., a sailor of the 

S. S. Dolphin, who arrived home 
about 8:30 o’clock in the morning.

years old, dean of St. John’s College 


and former professor of mathematics in 
the Navy, died suddenly at his home 
here this morning of heart disease.

Activities were in full swing 
when the agents entered. An eight- 
piece orchestra was playing and many 
couples were dancing. 

When the agents revealed their iden-

ALSACE MOBILIZATION 
ORDERS ARE SEIZED 


Barbed Wire and Plans to 
Baricade Strasburg Laid 
to Autonomists. 


Strasburg, France, Dec. 30 (A.P.).— 
Rows of barbed wire and plans for the 
systematic barricading of the streets of 
Strasburg as well as mobilization or- 
ders instructing a small autonomist 
armed force called “schutztruppe” were 
seized here today when fifteen persons 
were arrested charged with participat- 
ing in a separatist movement. 

The movement for the separation ot 
Alsace from France or, failing this, the 
establishment of an autonomous gov- 
ernment reached such an acute stage 
that local authorities, on instructions 
from Paris, decided to act.

BOARD OF SUBMARINE 
EXPERTS TO BE NAMED 


Will Study Safety Devices 
and Life-Saving Methods 
for Future Use. 


(Associated Press.) 
Secretary Wilbur yesterday ordered an 
inquiry into rescue vuperations on the 
S-«, and at the same time announced 


that a board of experts would be ap- 
pointed to study submarine safety de- 
vices, rescue methods and other prob- 
lems relative to the safety of men on 
undersea craft. 

The order to inquire into rescue op- 
erations, directed by Rear Admiral 
Brumley, following the discovery that 
six IT were still alive in the torpedo 
room of the S-4 after she’‘sank off 
Provincetown, Mass., on December 17, 
came as an amendment to the order 
calling for the court of inquiry into 
the accident itself. All operations up 
to and including December 21 will be 
investigated by the court, the Secre- 
tary declared. 


Meetings to Be Concurrent, 


The board of experts will »e apy oint- 
ed immediately, Mr. Wilbur said, in 
order that it may hold its meetings at 
the same time the Navy is investigat- 
ing the S-4 accident and subsequent 
rescue operations. 

All the suggestions received by. the 
Navy since the S-4 and the S-51 sank 
will be turned over to the board. If any 
are found to have practical value the 
board will be expected to suggest meth- 
ods of applying them. 


Like Morrow Aircraft Board. 


The size and personnel of the board 
of experts have not yet been deter- 
mined, and it is not known whether it 
would be composed of Navy men or 
Civilians. ‘It is believed in naval circles, 
however, that it would be similar to the } 
Morrow aircraft board, and be predom- 
inantly civilian. 

Secretary Wilbur indicated that he 
wished a complete investigation into 
the work supervised by Rear Admiral 
Brumby, who as commander of the con- 
trol force had charge of rescue opera- 
tions when the S-4 sank. He said that 
the order was in no way a reflection on 
the men who carried on the rescue work, 
but was issued in order that the public 
have full knowledge of what was done.

Drew, described as a 
“young giant’—6 feet tall and weigh- 
ing 180 pounds—had been suspected in 
previous attacks on girls, detectives 
reported. In his room they found a 
black mask made from a silk stocking. 
Police revealed that Miss Young met 
her death near the spot where four 
other girls have been attacked in the 
past few weeks.

Agriculture as sized up by Govern- 
ment experts had a “fairly good” year 
in the chief producing regions, with 
the exception of the central and east- 
ern part of the corn and hog belts. 

The Department of Agriculture in its 
final report on the agricultural situa- 
tion for the year today. said 1927 
brought a measure of recovery to the 
cotton States, but much of the central 
and eastern’ section of the corn and 
hog 1égion had a poor crop of corn. 
which, coupled with a slump in hog 


prices. left the season a disappointing 
one, 

“The swine industry,” said the de- 
partment, “was hit last spring by a 
market slump. especially in the Euro- 
pean market, and continued through- 
out the season on a level of prices 
somewhat below the two previous 
years. The other live stock industries, 
however, have fared relatively well 
All told, 1927 was a year of well-bal- 
anced production. It brought the 
price level of farm products this fall 
up near that of ‘two years ago, which 
was the highést since 1920. 

“The total value of about 50 crops 
in 1927, based on December 1 prices, 
is estimated at $8,428,626,000, compared 
to -$7,793,480,000 for the same crops in 
1926, an increase of $635,146,000.”

Nashville, Tenn., Dec. 30 (AP.).—- 
Man's greatest mysteries, the processes 
of life itself, await unfolding at the 
Sensitive, selective “finger tips” of the 
X-ray and similar forms of irradiation, 
ZoOlogists were told tonight at a meet- 
ing in connection with the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science convention here. 

These rays, invading cells and effect- 
_ ing profound changes in living things, 

have worked a magic still, the marvel 
of the scientific age, but now it is time 
for biologists and zoologists to attack 
the “most important” problem, “the 
exact nature of the physical and chem- 
ical changes within the cell,” accord- 
ing to Dr. W. C. Curtis, University of 
Missouri. 

“We may be able to destroy visible 
substances within the nucleus or cyto- 
Plasm without lethal injury to the cell 
and thus identitfy their chemical na- 
ture, leading to results now undream- 

of,” he- said. 


Sees an Unbounded Field. 


“I am prepared to believe almost 
anything may be accomplished by 
means of radiation,” he began in urg- 
ing this new method of examining 
strictly biological problems, 

He described wonderful results of 
treatment with infrared, ultraviolet, X 
and radium rays in various fields, but 
expressed belief it was the nature of 
the action and how the changes are 
produced that open the most promising 
vista of research. 

How genemutations, the “building 
blocks” of evolution, have been induced 
by X-radiations, offering possibilities 
}for speeding up as never before the 
evolution of domesticated animals and 
“plants; how death has been brought to

the results commonly attributed to the 
combat between the Monitor and the 
Merrimac in the Civil War have been 
greatly exaggerated. 

The annihilation of the Turkish fleet 
by shellfire at Sinope in 1853 led Na- 
poleon III to reconstruct five armored 
floating batteries, three of which proved 
their worth in the capture of Kinburn 
in October, 1855, Baxter said. The 
French began no more wooden capi- 
tal ships after 1855, he continued, and 
by 1860 they had solved the prohiem 
of the seagoing ironclad with the 
Gloire. 

France at once increased its program 
of seagoing ironclads in 1860 from six 
ships to sixteen, he said, and the revo- 
lution in French building policy thus 
brought about was the decisive factor 
oe the introduction of the. ironclad 
ship. 

American historians have misrepre- 
sented the policy of the Navy Depart- 
ment at Washington in 1861, Baxter 
charged. Instead of being excessively 
skeptical of-the merits of ironclads, and 
particularly skeptical of the advantages 
of turrets, the Federal authorities con- 
tracted for three armored vessels in 
October, 1861, in addition to nine al- 
ready under construction for service on 
the Western rivers, Baxter explained. 
In February, 1862, a month before the 
battle of Hampton Roads, the Navy De- 
partment was hesitating, not between 


‘ 


the relative merits of wooden and ar- 
mored ships, nor even between the 
relative merits of turreted and broad- 
side ironclads, Baxter stated, but be- 
tween two types of turreted ironclads. 

When news of the action between 
the Monitor and the Merrimac crossed 
the Atlantic, nearly 100 armored ves- 
sels were already built, being built, or 
authorized in Europe, he declared, and 
the first fight between  itronclads 
crowned the revolution in naval archi- 
tecture—it did not begin it.

He said that the chart should show 
chronologically the relations ‘of the 
United States with each one of the 
States of the world, divided up into 
convenient and logical periods, each 
period culminating in some historical 
event, such as the negotiation of a sig- 
nificant treaty. 

It is the policy of the Department of 
State to clear up the arrears in the 
publication of Foreign Relations as rap- 
idly as is consistent with good work, 
Dennett said. It is hoped that in the 
calendar year 1928 four volumes will be 
published, and that a four-volume-a- 
year schedule will be maintained until 
the task is completed, he said.

THE OLD YEAR. 


The year that expires tonight brought | 


more good than bad to the world, despite 
the fact that disasters, accidents and 
crimes were on the roll. Thé Mississippi 
flood warned the Nation of still greater 
disaster to come unless the Government 
does. its duty to the people. The year 
1927 should be the last to record such a 
calamity; but the perplexities and mag- 
nitude of the problem will probably cause 
such delay as to invite one or more, in- 
undations of the lower Mississippi States. 
Every consideration of humanity and na- 
tional duty calls: upon Congress to set 
aside sectionalism and politics in adopt- 
ing a plan for control of the Mississippi. 
The chief international event was not 
war but the failure of the three great 
naval powers of the world to reach an 
‘agreement for the limitation of -their 
‘armaments. The blame ‘for this failure 
rests upon Great Britain, which refused 
to keep the agreement made in principle 
in Washington in 1922, providing for the 
equality of Great Britain and the United 
States in all classes of naval vessels, with 
Japan three-fifths as strong. : This dis- 
agreement at Geneva disappointed the 
‘whole world, and convinced the United 
‘States that it was no longer wise to de 
‘pend upon international agréements as 
‘substitutes for naval strength. The 
‘United States will proceed to strengthen 
its Navy. Skepticism has taken the place 
of optimism in considering the possibil- 
‘ity of insuring peace by means of. reduc- 
‘ing armaments. Very few observers now 
‘believe that the discussions at Geneva 
“under the auspices of the League of Na- 
‘tions will result in an agreement to re- 
duce armaments. The nations have been 
taught to look with suspicion upon any 
‘British declarations in behalf of arms 
‘agreements. 
‘’ Offsetting this disappointment, the 
‘year 1927 gave Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
.<to the world. His flight renewed the: 
faith of humanity, not in its negotiators 
‘but in its youth. The coming men of all

THE RADIO COMMISSION. 


Considerable mystification exists as to what 
Congress will do with the radio situation and 
the Radio Commission. The vacancy caused 
by the death of Admiral Bullard is yet to be 
filled. Of the other four members of the pres- 
ent commission, only one has been confirmed 
by the Senate. The other commissioners are 
serving under recess appointments. In addi- 
tion, unless the present radio law is amended, 
the life of the commission will expire on March 
15, in which event authority will revert to the 


| Department of Commerce, with the commission 
| Continuing merely as a court of appeal. 


In the meantime, there has arisen a rather 
well-organized criticism of the commission. 
The public does not find it easy to await im- 
provement patiently. It expected radio to be 
cleaned up overnight, and the fact that this 
was impossible of accomplishment has pro- 
voked eriticism. . The small station and inde- 
pendent broadcasters also have been lobbying 
against the commission, on the ground that its 
acts have been discriminatory and in favor of 
the more powerful organizations. 

Congress apparently intends to extend the 
life of the Radio Commission for another year, 
ostensibly.to make time for the adequate study 
of the entire situation and the preparation of 
new legislation. Members of the Senate inter- 
state commerce committee discussed this mat- 
ter informally before adjournment, and it is 
believed that extension of the life of the com- 
mission will be recommended early in the year. 
After all, this constitutes the best possible so- 
iution. The commission, if given time, will be 
able to adjust radio problems better than any 
other authority. It has built up an experience 
through its year of activity. It is composed of 
men experienced in radio, who are able to give 
their entire time and attention to consideration 
of the problems involved. 


THE EPIGLOTTIS. 

A new and startling role has lately been as- 
signed to the epiglottis, that curious little flap 
of cartilage which is found on the anterior bor. 
der of the larynx. It was originally assumed 
that its sole function was merely to serve as a 
lid to the larynx while food or liquid was being 
swallowed. Stuart, however, exposed the er- 
ror of this notion by proving that the epiglottis, 
during the process of swallowing, ‘actually 
moves forward and not backward. However, 
when in human beings it is destroyed, by disease 
or otherwise, the task of swallowing remains 
unimpeded, and many animals, who have no 
epiglottis, swallow perfectly. So the bearded 
medicos have been, for a time, slightly non- 
plused as to what the little thing with the 
stately name really does busy itself with. 

Arises now one E. V. Negus, who suggests 
that the principal, if not the sole function of 
the epiglottis is to preserve the sense of smell 
when the mouth is open. Dr. Negus’ theory 
is that in preventing the entrance of air 
through the mouth, because of its appovition 
to the palate, the epiglottis thus compels in- 
halation to take place through the nose. 

Common observation would. seem to lend 
some weight to this idea. It is undeniable that 
the epiglottis is best developed in deer, ante~ 
lopes, wolves, lions and other animals that rely 
almost entirely upon their sense of smell as 
they search for food. According to Dr. Negus, 
the olfactory sense in these animals would re- 
main unimpaired during the actual process of 
eating, and thus the approach of an enemy 
would be detected as quickly as at other times. 


VALUE OF FIRST EDITIONS. 


The auction record price of $16,300, for 
which a copy of the first edition of Dickens’ 
‘*‘Pickwick’’ was sold recently at the American 
Art Galleries in New York, has attracted wide- 
spread attention, if one may judge by the in- 
quiries that have reached The Post on the sub- 
ject. In commenting on the sale,-The Post was 


careful to point out that the copy in question 


is considered one of the finest extant, being in 

the original 19/20 parts of the first issue, and 

containing also the original wrappers and ad- 

vertisements, which are so important a part of 

the make-up of a collector’s copy of ‘“Pick- 

wick.”” As a matter of fact, the. descriptive 

enumerations of the various ‘“‘points”’ of this 

Hatton copy occupy more than twelve closely 

printed pages of the sale catalogue. When it 

is added that the vender, Mr. Thomas Hatton, | 
of Leicester, England, was fully twenty years. 
making up his set of ‘‘Pickwick,” discarding 
parts that did not come up ‘to the standard 
just as soon as he acquired better copies, some 
idea of the painstaking trouble involved and 
the patience required may be gained. 

The Hatton copy fetched’ the record auction 
price, but an even higher price is reputed to 
have been paid for the set presented by Dick- 
ens to his sister-in-law, Miss Hogarth. This 
set, sold for £105, or $525, at the Wright sale 
at Sotheby’s in 1899, was bought privately in 
1922 by Mr. Elkins for a ‘Teported price of 
$27,500. 

‘Some light was let in on the ways of collec- 
tors at the annual dinner of the First Edition 
Club, held a week or two ago in London. It 
appears that, in propesing one of the toasts. 
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however, what it once was; because, under the 
stress of high taxation, he had sold nearly 
every first edition that had a commercial value, 
and had thus disposed of the’contents of two 
small shelves for £5,000..

Wells used for drinking purposes have been 
poisoned in Colorado. The public mind must 
run back to the days when reports of such bar- 
barities were current during the World War. 
The puison placed in the water at Columbine 
Mine was designed, authorities say, to. kill the 
men who were working the mines in violation 
of the strike order. It was present in sufficient 
quantities to kill “the entire underground 
crew.” 

If radical elements behind the Colorado 
strike had set out deliberately to antagonize 
public sentiment they could not have done so 
more effectively. Even the rules of warfare 
forbid any such form of attack as the one to 
which they have stooped. No more cowardly 
method could have been chosen, and it belies, 
certainly, the frequent reports that the strik- 
ing miners have been engaged in an orderly 
protest against the failure of the mine opera- 
tors to grant them the scale provided for under 
the Jacksonville agreement. 

Coincident with the announcement of the 
outrage in Colorado comes the news that Milka 
Sablish, young girl leader of the strikers, has 
arrived in New York for the purpose of raising 
relief funds for her associates, Her knowledge 
of what is taking place and what the men want 
consists, according to a newspaper interview. 
of doing what the strike leaders tell her. Her 
goal is to obtain at least $10,000 a week in the 
East to enrich the strike funds of the Colorado 
I. W. W. Appeals of this sort are often suc- 
cessful because distance dims the picture of 
what is actually happening in the zone of dis- 
order. There can be no mistaking this case. 
There is war .between the State of Colorado 
and the I. W. W., in which the latter has 
stooped to barbarous methods. The public 
should not help the I. W. W. in any circum- 
stances. 


LAST DAY .FOR VETERANS. 

Today, December 31, is the last on which 
claims may be‘ ffled for adjusted compensation 
for those who served in the Army, Navy or 
Marine Corps during the late war. Any vet- 
eran or dependent who has failed or neglected 
to get his claim in by midnight on the last day 
of 1927 is barred from consideration. | 

That is the Yaw as it is today, and while 
there may be-further legislation it would be 
well for all interested to take advantage of the 
few hours remaining to insure consideration 
of their claims. ‘There has been a great rush 
of -ssuch applications during the last two 
months, but several hundred thousand persons 
who are entitled to receive the “bonus” have 
thus far failed to apply. 

Gen. Frank T. Hines, director of the Veter- 
ans’ Bureau, explains that if the person who 
wishes to make a claim has no form upon 
which to prepare his application he should at 
once take to the War or Navy Department a 
letter in which is set forth the name, rank and 
organization of the veteran, together with the 
relationship of the claimant, in the event he or 
she is a dependent. If such a letter can‘not be 
taken in person to the proper department it 
Should be sent by registered mail, or mailed 
in the ordinary manner, before midnight to- 
night. 


BUILDING JAILS. 


The other day the great city of Philadelphia 
dedicated to the public welfare a sumptuous 
house of correction which it had unfortunately 
felt obliged to erect. The conciergerie of the 
City of Brotherly Love is the last word in de- 
tention, cost $1,500,000, and was opened with 
solemn and impressive ceremonies. Mayor 
Kendrick and the members of his cabinet at- 
tended the services, prominent social workers 
and criminal experts lent themselves, and, in 
short, it Was very much of an occasion, A 
learned judge delivered the principal address. 
He said: 

‘We in America are building prisons, 
while European countries are selling and 
closing theirs. Crime is progressing so 
rapidly in America that the day is not far 
distant when either we myst control crime 
or crime will control us. 

To support this obiter dictum from the wool- 
sack, advices from England give one some idea 
what a law-abiding lot her subjects are. Since 
1918 nearly one-half of all the prisons in the 
British Isles have been closed for lack of busi- 
ness. A prison in Wales has been for sale for 
$4,500 for the past year, but nary a bid. In 
the flourishing community of Downpatrick, 
Ireland, the county jail was disposed of at the 
mortifying sum of $100, while one in the 
Hebrides went for only $25. .Those which are 
bought are apparently converted into apart- 
ment houses where the complacent Briton is 
“prison’d in a parlor snug” and geraniums 
bloom in windows from which the bar sinister 
has long been cut. And: yet they’re in debt, 
heavily taxed, have Lloyd George, and drink 
liquor, while in this country all is brave, sere 
prosperous and dry. 


CUBAN CIGAR IMPORTS,

The DeMille order, the report states, 
is to bring in origina] stories or direct 
attention to any plays or books that 
gve promise of being converted into 
interesting pictures, without regard to 
possible objections. If the story is 
found satisfactory for purposes of the 
camera it will be bought and paid for.

Lindbergh Quits. Guatemala. 


Guatemala City, Guatemala, Dec. 30 
(A.P.).—Col. Charles A. Lindbergh 
hopped off at 6:20 a. m. (central time) 
today for Belize, British Honduras, 250 
miles away. 

The departure of Col. Lindbergh was 
witnessed by fully 1,000 persons who 
had gathered at daybreak at the Aurora 
Flying Field to watch the American air 
hero take off on the second: leg of his 
Central American tour. 

‘Col. Lindbergh, or “Hermanito,” 
meaning “little brother,” as he has 
been frequently called by his admirers, 
left the American Legation at 5:30 this 
morning and went alone to the flying 
field where he was joined at 5:40 by 

Arthur H. Geissler, American Minister 
to Guatemala. Fiv minutes later Pres- 
ident Chacon arrived at the fiying field, 
accompanied by Minister of War Lar- 
rave and high public officials and offi- 
cers of the Guatemalan army. 

With his arrival at the field Col. 
Lindbergh centered his attention on 
his famous Spirit of St. Louis and su- 
pervised personally all the preparations 
for his hop-off. The plane was de- 
Clared ready at 6 o’clock, and soon 
afterward Col. Lindbergh bade good-by 
to his hosts. 

The departure at 6:20 was made with 
all the business-like calmness that has 
marked so many of Lindbergh’s take- 
offs. Majestically the Spirit of St. 


Louls got under way, and under the 
firm hand of its pilot took the air and 
described a circle over the field. Then 
the nose of the machine turned toward 
the north in the direction of Belize, 
and the plane swept steadily from sight 
among shouts and acclamations from 
the crowd which showed great enthu- 
siasm and admiration. 

Just before Col. Lindbergh’s de- 
parture, President Chacon shook hands 
with him warmly and wished him a 
good trip and happiness. 

“Thank you, Mr. President,” respond- 
ed the aviator, visibly moved by the 
demonstrations of enthusiasm, “and 
thanks to all the people of Guatemala.” 


Fog Holds Mrs. Lindbergh. 


St. Louis, Dec. 30 (A.P.).—Because 
of adverse weather conditions, the 
flight of Mrs. Evangeline Lindbergh 
from St. Louis to Detroit, the last leg 
of her return journey from Mexico City, 
where she passed Christmas with her 
son, Col. Charles A. Lindbergh, was 
postponed until tomorrow, 

Mrs. Lindbergh and her party were 
at Lambert-St Louis Field at 9 a. m., 
ready to resume their journey, but 
Pilot Harry Brooks decided after receiv- 
ing weather reports, that it would be 
advisable to postpone the trip, since 
there is no particular need for haste. 

The weather reports showed a gen- 
erally foggy condition on the air line; 
route to Detroit. 

After flying through heavy fog with- 
out a glimpse of the ground, Pilot Leslie 
H Smith, who left Lambert-St. Louis 
Field at’ 4:20 p. m. yesterday with a 
load of mail, set his plane down on the 
St. Louis field again at 7:10 p. m. and 
reported he could not get through to 
Chicago. 

On the southbound trip, earlier in 
the day, Smith had encountered such 
thick weather that he advised Mrs. 
Lindbergh’s party not to attempt to 
fly to Chicago last night. His advice 
was accepted. 


the governor did not do, but instead 
used all power and his utmost en- 
deavors to destroy all who came near 
the walls. 

The monks and nuns cried to nim 
to deliver the castle to the pirates and 
vhereby spare the governor. Thus many 
of the religious men and nuns lost 
their lives in placing the ladders against 
the walls of the castle. But there 
were sufficient of them to take the 
place of the dead and before long the lad- 
ders were again on the walls of the 
castle. Immediately the pirates mounted 
them in great numbers, with fire balls 
in their hands and earthen pots full of 
powder. On top of the walls they cast 
their powder and fire balls among 
the Spaniards, who could no longer re- 
sist. The governor died fighting, pro- 
tecting his castle, his wife and his 
daughter. 


Many Tortured to Death. 


Not content with this success, Mor- 
gan threatened to set fire to the whole 
place, but was given a large amount of 
money and the richly studded emerald 
ring of the governor to prevent him 
from doing this. Not content with this, 
he and his men plundered all they 
could find, and finding little, for most 
of the rich had buried their wealth or 
placed it down the walls of the city. 
the pirates questioned the prisoners as 
to where the wealth was hidden. Many 
of the prisoners were treated with such 
cruelty that they died upon the rack, 
and the secret of their wealth died 
with them. 

The pirates remained in Porto Bello 
for fifteen days, during which time Mor- 
gan learned of a solid gold image of 
the Virgin Mary which the Governor 
of Porto Bello had given to the Gov- 
ernor of Old Panama. It was this im- 
age that gave Morgan the idea of go- 
ing to Old Pakama, but this golden 
image he never got, 

The golden image was in the Church 
of the Golden Altar in Old Panama, 
but was removed when it was known 
that Morgan was on his way to the 
city. The Golden Altar was also re- 
moved and painted to represent wood. 
but from the time that the golden im- 
age was removed it has never since 
been heard of, although the altar now 
exists in the Church of San Jose, Pan- 
ama. 

It is believed by the priests of Pan- 
ama that the golden image is buried 
in Old Panama, and it is for this that 
Lieut. Williams is directing his search 
among the ruins. 

Many bones and skulls of the pirates 
and the Spaniards of his historic fight 
can be found among the ruins of the 
city of Porto Bello. 


Lessons on League 
In Canadian Schools 


Geneva, Dec. 30 (A.P.).—Canada is 
instructing her future citizens in the 
aims of the League of Nations. 

Ottawa has informed the League that 
Manitoba Rad prepared a special chap- 
ter on the league which would be in- 
cluded in school readers and had 
adopted regulations requiring all stu- 
dents of the tenth grade in secondary 
schools to study a special pamphlet 
drawn up by the Canadian League of 
National Society. 

The Lieutenant Governor of the Pro- 
vince of Saskatchewan, has arranged for 
study of the league in schools in that 
province. Ottawa has called the at- 
tention of all provincial governments to 
the importance of teaching the doc- 
trines of the league. 


Attendance at Dinner

this evidence constituted clearly a 
conspiracy to obstruct justice. The 
grand jury had spent four or five weeks 
investigating these charges and as a 
result felt compelled to make its pre- 
sentmen* to the court in this rather 
unusual manner. We had a very 
definite feeling that ample grounds 
existed for the charges.”

“In view of the fact that the present 
contempt proceedings have not been 
completed, I thought it best at the 
present time not to return an indict- 
ment charging the persons presented.” 


Yesterday’s action does not mean 
of necessity that the conspiracy charges 
against Sinclair and the others have 
been abandoned entirely, but it would 
be necessary for the district attorney’s 
office, if it wished to obtain indict- 
ments in the future, to place all of 
its evidence’ before the grand jury 
afresh, since the November grand jury’s 
life will expire officially on Monday,, 
and actually, because of the presence 
of two legal holidays, has but one more 
day of life. 


Heavy Sentences Provided. 


A subsequent grand jury would, 
however, have to hear the witnesses in 
the case, more than 75 in number, who 
were summoned by the Government in 
the recent investigation. 

The facts which were presented to 
the November grand jury could not, 
even in view of the presentment re- 
turned to the court be made the basis 
of future indictments. 

The conspiracy statute under which 
the indictments would have been re- 
turned, had Maj. Gordon seen fit to 
carry out the expressed desire -f the 
grand jury, carried a possible penalty 
of five years’ imprisonment, a _ far 
heaver sentence than is likely to be 
imposed even if those of the men ac- 
cused who are now on trial for con- 
tempt should be found guilty. 

The only one of the respondents in 
the contempt proceedings against whom 
the grand jury found no evidence is 
Charles L. Vietsch, Baltimore manager 
of the Burns Agency. Ruddy and 
O’Reilly, named by the grand jury, 
were not cited for contempt, but were 
used by the Government as witnesses. 


‘ Opposes Blackmer’s Plea, 


It was announced yesterday by Maj. 
Gordon that he would appear in court 
today before Justice Siddons: to oppose 
the motion for a continuance sought 
by attorneys for Harry M. Blackmer, 
missing witness in the Fall-Sinclair 
conspiracy case, . 

The Government is ready to proceed 
with the case against Blackmer on 
January 6, Maj. Gordon will tell the 
court. The probabilities are, however, 
that the continuance will be granted 
since the contempt hearing against 
Sinclair and the five other respond- 
ents now in progress will not be com- 
pleted at that time. 

Attorneys for Blackmer already have 
announced that they intend to test the 
constitutionality of the act under 
which Blackmer is being cited for con- 
tempt, and at the same time subject 
to forfeiture of $100,000 on each of the 
occasions that he fails to respond to 
subpena ordering him to appear as a 
witness.

The United States receives $3,000,- 
000 in Liberty bonds and about 
$100,000 in cash under the terms of the

Only in the first round and again in 
the_seventh did Taylor’s solid left hook 
to the body cause Tony serious trouble, 
In both rounds, Bud smashed the New 
York Italian solidly with both hands 
and forced him to give ground. Can- 
zoneri’ was reeling at the close of the 
seventh stanza. 


‘In the remainder of the rounds, 
Tony stabbed Taylor repeatedly 
with clean lefts to the head, danced 
around him in tantalizing fashion 
and smashed home right hooks to 
the head and body wherever the 
opportunity offered. 


Bud fought back in gallant.fashion 
and smiled whenever Tony cuffed him 
particularly hard. He fought. a game, 
clean, though losing battle. 

Ringside critics gave Canzoneri an 
edge in 7 rounds, Taylor 2, with 1 even. 
More than 13,000 fans jammed into the 
big Madison Square Garden Arena for 
the meeting. The weights were Taylor, 
12444; Canzoneri, 12514. 

Tony went right out to make short 
work of the Westerner, rocking Taylor 
with a volley of left and right: hooks 
to ‘the head... Bud shook: his blond 
head, whipped into action and battered 
the New York Italian around the ring 
in the final half minute. 


Canzoneri’s rally lasted longer in 
the second session, his knifing lift 
finding «Taylor’s head’. stéadily. 
Buddy rallied again under a storm 
of right hooks, but failed to halt 
the New Yorker’s rushes entirely.

Jersey Orthopedic Hos- 
pital, is not so certain about the 
good done by golf. 

uts it: 

“Golf is a game, but as it is played by 
the average man in this country, it is 
‘thanged into work, and the ben¢efits 
which he should derive from it are 
lost. When a man has to rush his 
work in order to get in a game of golf, 
and then swears his way around 
eighteen holes, upsetting himself men- 
tally as well as physically, he has in- 
-jJured rather than benefited himself. 
It he eats a big meal on top of this he 
‘is harmed to a greater extent.” 

* To this diatribe he adds a chapter 
on fast automobile driving. Since many 
people drive to and from the links, this 
‘may be considered ah appendix to what 
he thinks of golf as it is played. He 
says nothing about the harm of the 
nineteen hole—an institution which 
has not wholly taken wings. 


It will be noted that Dr. Humphries 
ig atill for golf—the game. He would 
have it played leisurely, om a noncom- 
petitive basis, with no particuar atten- 
tion to scores or long drives; with no 
hurry because of impatient followers;

estivities were issued yesterday by Maj. 

Edwin B. Hesse, superintendent of po- 
lice. One of these, in the Daily Bul- 
letin, instructs the men to be especially 
alert to prevent rowdyism and says: 
“This applies particularly to the ring- 
ing of bells. blowing of whistles and 
discharging of firearms.” 

The men are told that if the viola- 
tions are not serious they should merely 
warn the merrymaker, but to arrest 
them if the violations continue. In 
the cases of persons discharging firearms 
they are ordered to make immediate 
arrests “as this is a most dangerous 
practice and will not be tolerated.” 


Court 


The much-mooted question of night 
clubs and other places of amusement 
staying open after midnight probably 
will have to be solved by the courts, 
ag the chief of police has ordered that 
warrants be obtained for the arrest of 
the responsible pergons. 

Nothing was said about stopping or 
attempting to close such places of 
amusement. At least ten night clubs, 
hotels and theaters have advertised 
their intentions of staying open after 
midnight. 

The section of the police regulations 
to which the commanding officers’ at- 
tention has been called by Maj.. Hesse 
reads: “No owner, proprietor, lessee, 
tenant, or other person shall on the 
first day of the week, commonly called 
Sunday, except between the hours of

2'p. m. and 11 o’clock p. m., in any, 


theater or other, public place of amuse- 
ment, permit, allow,, or take part in 
any manner in any public exhibition 
of any entertainment, moving picture, 
show, play, opera, circus, animals, 
gymnastics, dance or dances, or vaude- 
ville performance of any kind.” 

In his order the po®ice chief tells his 
men to watch such places particularly 
tonight and tomorrow morning and 
“wherever a violation appears. to 
exist you will present the facts to the 
assistant corporation counsel at Police 
Court and apply for a warrant for the 
owner, proprietor, lessee or tenat in 
each case.”

Thus there will be no attempt to 
close places whose proprietors should de- 
cide to brave the threat of court action. 
The penalty for those found guilty of 
violating the law is a fine ranging from 
$5 to $100.

Horses Flock to Rescue 
League for Annual Feast 


Animal Relief Headquarters Attracts Many Society 
People as 65 Equines, Most in Years, Partake 
of Belated Christmas Dinner. 


No less than 65 horses, mules, and 
ponies were feasted by the Animal 
Rescue League at its annual Christmas 
dinner given yesterday at the headquar- 
ter: at 349 Maryland avenue southwest. 

The dinner had the. largest attend- 
ance and was generally the most suc- 
cessful of any in the last five years, 
according to Mrs, M. R.. Blumenburg, 
vice president of the league, who was 


in charge. Mrs. Blumenburg was as- 
sisted by Miss Lillian B. Venable, a 
director of the league. 

The event brought to the league 
many visitors, prominent socially in 
Washington and elsewhere, wo are 
lovers of animals. Among the number 
was Mrs. Frank B. Freyer, who has just 
started a humane movement in Peru, 
which has spread widely. There_were 
a-;number of others, well known in 
local society. The day, in fact, made 
the league’s headquarters an assem- 
bling ground for lovers of animals. 

Mrs. Blumenburg was at a loss to 
explain the great increase in the num- 
ber of animals that came for the din- 
ner. There were little more than 20 
last year, only one-third as many. 
Those that came yesterday, she said, 
were in much better condition. Only 
one horse was really in bad condition, 
and yet this horse was no framework 
of bones, but, on the contrary, possess- 
ed a fairly rounded form. 

The league made_a specialty this 
year of exchanging good bridles for bad 
ones. Ten “humane” bridles were pro- 
vided as many horses that were suffer- 
ing from bridles. with blinds that 
flapped in their eyes, or that were held 
together with wires that cut into their 
flesh, or tha: had hard, cruel bits that 
rubbed and chafed their mouths. Thus 
Christmas brought these ten poor Dob- 
bins something: in particular—relez se 
from torture. The league’s humane 
bridles have special bits and do not 
have blinds. 

The guest horses were fed a full din- 
ner of oats and alfalfa feed, topped 
with dessert of carrots and apples. 
The “dessert” was tied on a large 


Christmas tree erected on the lawn in 
front of the headquarters, where the 
dinner was held. The horses whose 
teeth permitted them to partake of 
corn on the cob enjoyed this luxury. 
The ears were tied on the tree, too— 
and a much larger and more preten- 
tious tree it was than last year. At 
the top was a big red apple, one cf 
the biggest apples Christmas brought 
to Washington. 

The dinner lasted from 11 a. m. until 
after dark. The horses came in groups 
usually, and as they came they were 
introduced to the troughs containing 
the best meal that the most of them 
had had for a year, or perhaps for 
years. There were horses and mules of 
all colors and with all degrees of dis- 
position, from gentle to vicious cussed- 
ness, which was unreservedly displayed 
at the dinner. 

A number of bags containing din- 
ners were taken from the league and 
distributed at dumps and at other 
places where horses would be found. 

Isaac Sydney, who brought two 
horses from 12 dump.a considerable dis- 
tance away and obtained a dinner for 
another horse that he did not bring, 
was the last to-come. 

A buffet l@ficheon was served in the 
league’s headquarters for those who as- 
sisted at the dinner.
